Government fs Preparing to Resume British Consular 
Service in Germany, Says London Daily Mail; An 
Ambassador to Germany Soon 


London, July 12.—Great Britain n preparing to resume her con¬ 
sular service in Germany soon and to give every facility for British 
firms to distribute goods there, says The Daily Mail. A special com¬ 
mittee of the Foreign Office is selecting men for consular work, and 
it is expected that an ambassador to Germany will be appointed is 
the near future. 

It is expected that Germany will send a Charge d'Affaires here, 
and that no German ambassador will be named for some time. 

Travel'in German will be restricted, the newspaper says, bnt bona 
fide commercial travelers will be given facilities to go anywhere they

Dowsey's 
death occurred on the day before he 
was to file his final report to Washing¬ 
ton. D. C 

After the Inquest. Dowsey's body was 
shipped to Manhasset. N. Y., where his 
widow and two children are said to re¬ 
side. A second autopsy eras later ord¬ 
ered, It was said, by the dead agent's 
brothers, a Dr. Doweey. of Great Neck, 
L I., and James Dowsey, of New York.

"Until they have' been educated to if 
and understand the Intricacies of mod¬ 
ern music, Eskimo as a rule do not like 
civilised music," says & W. Hswkes. 
Tn a recent publication on the Labrador 
Eskimo, prepared for the Geological 
Survey of Canada. Mr. Hswkes pro¬ 
ceeds. “They say. there are too many 
notes too much nois* that the time Is 
confusing, and that they prefer the 
simple rhythm of their native songs. 

•The Eskttno have a keen apprecia¬ 
tion of music, and not unpleasant 
voices, which have been turned to good 
account by the Moravian missions risa 
One Is considerably surprised In step¬ 
ping Into a mission service to hear th« i 
Eskimo congregation singing their 1 
native hymns to Bach’s grand old 
chorals in perfect harmony and with 
deep feq|ing and evident emotion. The 
men have deep rich bass voices, but 
some of the women’s voices are rather 
shrill. Nathaniel, the choir leader at 
Nain, has composed an anthem In four 
parts, showing that the Eskimo are not 
incapable of constructive work In 
music. The Moravian Mission Eskimo 
also show an aptitude for civilised 
musical Instruments, and there Ip a well 
balanced band at both Nain and Okkak. 
The organist. Jeremtas. at Nain, the 
Moravian headquarters. Is a musician 
of no mean ability. He can play classl- 


of the music, for It la the task of the 
eomponer to enlarge and enhance the 
meaning of words through the peculiar 
power of music. The art of music is 
frequently referred to as the language 
of the-emotions and Is said to begin 
where speech ends. These statements 
are no exaggeration. This expressive 
power Is so great that good music can 
ennoble the most commonplace wordy 
and. unfortunately the reverse Is 
equally true, that poor music can be¬ 
little the most worthy of texts. The 
saving grace in .the situation Is the 
fact that Inferior composers are rarely 
attracted by good verse, they gravitate 
to their natural levfl and so. as a rule.

“When we turn to the masterpieces 
of choral art the Interested and .intelli¬ 
gent student cannot but observe the 
high quality of the texts that are chos¬ 
en for musical settings. Palestrina 
wrote masses which consist of petitions 
for mercy, ascriptions of praise, 
declarations of faith, all couched In 
noble and dignified terms. Bach also 
wrote masses, and in addition, in¬ 
numerable motettes or anthems set. of 
course, to texts embracing the lofty 
thoughts and the fine dictation of the 
Bible. luAfcal. who was a contemporary 
of Bach's gnve to the world his massive 
oratorios on biblical texts, which for 
grandeur have never been excelled. 

“Beethoven's Mass In D is one of his 
monumental works, sad In the finale 
to his Ninth Symphony he turns to 
the great poet. Bchtller, and his Ode 
to' Joy' for an inspiring text to bring 
his greatest symphony to Its massive 
climax. The choral ending is intro¬ 
duced by a recitative implying that the 
tones of the orchestra were not suffi¬ 
cient for complete musical expression, 
but that there was an impelling neces¬ 
sity to add the human Voice—that 
greatest of all instruments. Thus 
Beethoven adds his testimony te the 
contention that vocal music has In it 
a quality which la not to be attained 
by instruments.”

Not long ago there appeared an 
article setting forth the alleged superi¬ 
ority of instrumental music as against 
vocal music. It claimed a place of 
somewhat exclusive pre-eminence for 
orchestra] music. U was convincingly 
written and many of the points were 
welt taken. Having read the one side 
of the story it is interesting to hear 
the other. The side of vocal music is 
strongly championed in an address by 
Dr. P. C. Lutkln. Dean of Music at 
Northwestern University. 

After years of study and teaching of 
and familiarity with the best of piano, 
organ and orchestral music. Dr. Lutkin 1 
expresses himself as follows: ”It is 
considered by many that instrumental 
music owes its greatness to the fact 
that It la hampered by no text or fixed 
programme. This may bo true, but with 
all its vast import there is a certain 
lack.of d of lnl U n e aa to wordless music. 
It means one thing to one sensitive 
soul and something different to an¬ 
other.

On landing ho seemed entirely satis¬ 
fied with ths results, and believes 
that machines will be of inestimabls 
value In th# futile In rushing medical 
aid to tbs srens of a calamity. 

At th* time of ths sinking of ths 
CJMt linsr Rmprss# of Ireland in ths 
Bt Lawrencs River In May. 1914. fol¬ 
lowing her collision with ths Norwe¬ 
gian collier Htorstad. Dr. Grant was 
ths ship's surgeon. He was fortunate 
In escaping through a porthole and on 
getting into a boat and on reaching 
shore hs worked on a large number 
of people. He was ths only medical 
man to survive (he disaster. Ths doc¬ 
tor believes that had aeroplanes been 
available and medical aaslstano* could 
have been rushed to the scone, at least 
fifty additional lives would have been 
I rayed. 

Following Dr. Grant’s flight the 
Pathfinder took off just before neon 
on a trip to Vancouver Alex Htraith 
went over as a passenger with Jack 
lSentence as pilot. Ths machine wiU 
return to-night with Mr. Bayne, a 
commercial travel I* r. as a passenger. 
Mr. Bayne is the first man of hia 
- V me w a ■ n er w p l an s aa4 tenths 
near future one can expect to see all 
commercial travellers sailing through 
the air in planes of thetr own. 

Landed in Mein Street. 

The Pathfinder made a very sen¬ 
sational landing in Port Angeles yes¬ 
terday afternoon. On taking the 
ground In the ball park. Pilot Clemence 
found that the straightway was not 
sufficient so on the following landings 
hs ran along the main street. The 
people were paralysed to see the ma¬ 
chine scooting along their main 
thoroughfare, but soon became used 
to It. Altogether the Pathfinder made 
seven flights, carrying the Mayor of 
the town and a number of prominent 
cltixen* 

On going over to Port Angelas the 
Pathfinder was thirty minutes late, 
but on the return flight the machine 
was exactly eighteen minutes. Louie 
Grant, who Is with the American Air¬ 
craft Corporation, which will buftd 
single and two-seated machines at 
Port Angeles, was a passenger on th* 
flights with Pilot Clemence.
